S ulphur S how e rs. 
Iu spring, and « jspecially in early 
spring, it frequently happens that 
afte r a show er the edge of every 
pool of w ater in the streets and along 
the sidew alks will b o b ordered b y a 
rim of pale yellow color. 
As the 
w ator evaporates this ring rem ains 
as a tine, pow dery mass, so m uch 
resem b ling sulphur as to have given 
rise to the popular n am e of sulphur 
show ers 
This so called sulphur is, 
of course, not really sulphur, b ut 
w hen exam ined under the mioro- 
scopo is found to b e m ade up of a 
m ass of the yellow ish pollen grains 
of pine trees. 
A w rite r in P opular 
Science News gives an interesting 
description of this pollen of the pine. 
Instead of consisting of a single 
cell, as do most pollen grains, tha t 
of tho pine consists of three cells, 
the tw o larger end ones b eing tilled 
w ith air and the othe r 
contain­ 
ing tho ord in ary fertilizing princi­ 
ple. 
The tw o a ir containing cells 
a re larger than tho other and act as 
b alloons to b uoy it up in tho air. 
In pines and allied trees fertiliza­ 
tion of tho cones, b y w hich they are 
enab led to set an d develop seeds, is 
accom plished b y the w ind. T ha t is, 
the pollen is produced in im m ense 
qua n tities and is then transported 
through tho air to the cones, which 
are often on separate, w idely d istan t 
treos. 
T hus it often happens tha t 
the pollen gets up in tho higher cur­ 
ren ts of tho air, is carried for long 
distances and is only b rought down 
to the e arth b y the rain, producing 
the so called show er of sulphur. 
A show er of this kind occurred in 
W ashin gton 111 March, 1886, and was 
sufficient in am oun t to b o very no­ 
ticeab le. 
By careful investigation it 
was d eterm ined tha t no pine treos 
could possib ly he in ilower nearer 
than A lab ama, G eorgia find the (Jaro- 
linas. 
It w as recalled tha t tho rain 
had b een preceded b y a strong wind 
from tho s <uth, which had b orne 
tho pollen for Hundreds of miles and 
precipitated or deposited it during 
the rainstorm . 


A S h rew d F r uit I>(**lt*r. 
An ingenious dovice fur attractin g 
custom was that of a fruiterer in a 
m idland town. 
Instead of ordinary 
plate gla^s a largo n um b e r of rough 
m agn ify in g glasses form ed the w in­ 
dow. 
Seen tn rough one of these 
panes, an orange looked us large as 
u pum pkin, and cherries as largo as 
apples. A great disadvantage a tta c h­ 
ing to this novelty was the fact tha t 
at the distance ut a few yards from 
the w indow it was quite impossib le 
to see into the shop. 
Everyb ody 
know s tha t you m ust hold a m agn i­ 
fying glass very close to tho eyes to 
see a n y thin g through it. 
N everthe­ 
less, for som e time, at all events, 
the en terprisin g shopkeeper did a 
splendid trad e.—Liverpool Mercury.

We, ho wever, pro po se no w 
to call renewed attentio n to iiis excel­ 
lent diseusso n o f thi> free co inage ques­ 
tio n. 
It is o ne o f the mo st co nvincing 
argnmeuts ever made against cheap sil­ 
ver do llars. 
Wo repm lnea bt>lo w the 
greater part o f this discussio n: 
Wliile I have endeavnred to m ake a 
plain statement i-f the diso rdered co ndi­ 
tio n o f o ur currency and the present, 
dangers menacing o ur pro sperity, and

ent free co inage o f silver at an artifi­ 
cial ratio with go ld o f 16 to 1 wo uld re­ 
sto re the parity between the metals, and 
co nsequently between the co ins, o ppo se 
an unsuppo rted and impro bable theo ry 
to the general belief and practice o f 
o ther natio ns, and ti» the teaching o f the 
wisest statesmen and eco no mist* o f the 
wo rld, bo th 111 the past ami present, 
and, w hat is far mo re co nclusive, thi-y 
run co nuter to o ur o wn actual experi­ 
ences. 
Twice in o ur earlit r histo ry o ur law 
makers in attem pting to establish a bi­ 
metallic currency underto o k free co in 
ugc* upo n u ratio which accidimtally va 
rio il fro m the actual relativ e values o f 
the tw o metals no t mo re than 8 }K« r 
cent. 
In bo th cases, no twithstanding 
greater difficulties and co st o f transput 
tatio u than no w exist, the co ins, who se 
intrinsic wo rth was undervalued in the 
ratio , gradually and surely disappeared 
fro m o ur circulatio n and went to (» liter 
co untries where their real value was 
better reco gnized.

false allurement« o f cheap mo ney, when 
they realize that it must result in the 
weakening o f that financial integrity and 
rectitude which thus far in o ur histo ry 
h;t\, bet n so ih-vo tedly cherished iw o ne 
o f the traits o f true Americanism. 
Our co untry’s indebtedness, whether 
o \\ mg by the go v ernment o r existing be­ 
tween individuals, has been co ntracted 
with reference to o ur present standard, 
lo dfvree by act o f o o ugrtMM that these 
debts shall be payable iu li'ss valuable 
do llars than tho se w ithin the co ntem ­

fixed and stable valne bus thro ugh the 
agency o f co nfident credit an asto nishing 
capacity o f m ultiplying itself in finan­ 
cial wo rk. Ev ery unstable and fluctuat­ 
ing do llar fails as a basis o f ereilit, and 
its use begets gambling speculatio n and 
undermines the fo undatio ns o f ho nest 
enterprise. 
I have v entured to express rnyself o n 
this subject w ith earnestness and plain- 
nc-s o f speech Is-eause 1 canno t rill m y­ 
self o f tie belief that there lurks in the 
pro po sitio n fo r tho free co inage o f nil- 
ver, so stro ngly appro ved and so en thu­ 
siastically advo cated by a m ultitude o f 
my co untrymen, u serio us rnenao e to o ur 
pro sperity and an imtidinus temptatio n 
o f o ur peo ple to wander fro m the alle­ 
giance they o we to public mid priv ate 
integrity. Ii is because I do no t distrust 
the go o d faith and sinei'rity o f tho se 
who press this scheme that 1 have tm- 
perfeetly but with zeal submitted my 
tho ughts upo n this mo mento us subject. 
1 canno t 11 fruin fro m lieggmg them to 
examine th*-ir view* aud beliefs in
